THE LAMPLIGHTERS OF MANCHESTER 

Alderman Bowker presided the other evening 
over a tea meeting of the lamplighters of the 
city. The chairman, alluding to the social 
gathering of the corporation servants, said 
that the lamplighters were a class of men 
indispensable to modern civilisation. The 
introduction of gas, even as seen in Man- 
chester was a very wonderful thing* The 
lights extended as far as Altrincham and 
neariy to Oldham; they were lighted and ex- 
tinguished every night as if by magic; and 
every lamp, although the number was so vast, 
was faultlessly clean. The lamplighters were 
a class of men than whom none in the employ 
of the town council were better conducted, 
and it was a rare circumstance to find one 
of them brought before the Watch Committee 
for any offence.

RELIEF 

Indoor: 36 persons had been admitted to the 
workhouse during the week, 22 discharged, 
and there had been 1 birth and 8 deaths. 
The total number in the house at the end of 
the week was 655 against 648 on the last day 
of the preceding week, and 615 in the corr- 
esponding week of last year. 191 vagrants 
had been relieved during the week. There 
were 110 imbeciles in the house, and 33 lun- 
atics in the workhouse asylums, 63 boys and 
65 girls were attending the workhouse school; 
29 of the former and 9 of the latter receiving 
industrial training. 

Outdoor: 2,259 persons had been relieved out 
of doors during the week at a cost of £162* 3s. 
against 2 T 356 persons at a cost of £2G?.15s 
in the corresponding week of Last year. 

IMPROVEMENT IN THE TRAMP WARDS 

The House Committee has recommended that 
the clerk should prepare specifications for 
the erection of 18 beds in the tramp wards* 
and two cupboards for holding rugs. They 
further recommended that two cast-iron baths 
should be purchased for the bathroom, sim- 
ilar to the two at present there. The Chair- 
man, in reference to this matter, stated that 
(he committee had thought it desirable to 
have three or four baths, instead of two. as 
at present. They would cost no more than 
£2. 5s or so each, and, if provided* would 
do away with any excuse for using the same 
water twice.

ASSAULT UPON A KNOBSTICK CARTER 

Samuel H— — , a carter in the employ of 
the Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway Co., 
was summoned for assaulting a carter in the 
employ of Messrs, Thomas McKay & Co., named 
William Bailey, during the late Strike.

The defendant came up and said 'knock him 
down, he is nothing but a knobstick 1 , and 
afterwards struck witness in the face, knocked 
him to the ground and kicked him. The de- 
fendant said that the complainant struck the 
'nipper' several times in the face* and sev- 
eral witnesses were called to substantiate the 
fact* He admitted that he took the part of 
the tad. 

Sir John ties Mantel! said that the complain- 
ant was no doubt agitated at being called 
a ‘knobstick 1 , and cuffed one of the 'nipp- 
ers’. If the lad had been struck, there was 
the legal remedy for that, and the defendant 
did a great wrong to strike the complainant *

Sir, Considering the cost of Pauperism to the 
nation is now £12,000,000 yearly it is surely 
the duty of those in office to see that the 
poor-rate is economically applied. It is a 
notorious fact that the best class of working 
people have an even morbid terror of the 
'house'. These are the elite of their class; 
and though reverses may occasionally bring 
them to the very margin of pauperism, they 
manage not only to keep off the rates them- 
selves. but. also to pay for the support of 
those persons more unfortunate, or, as is too 
Often the case, less frugal and independent, 
who have become "chargeable to the parish". 
No one wishes lo see the pauper deprived of 
any of the necessities of life, but it is cert- 
ainly wrong to tax the hard-working and 
frugal ratepayer to supply him with luxuries. 
The supply of intoxicating liquors is in 
many workhouses a scandal, to which atten- 
tion has often been called. A short time 
since The Salford Guardians advertised for 
contracts for provisions to be supplied duing 
the present half-year. Amongst them are 
items which need some explanation* The cost 
of 321b of snuff S.P* and of 2001b of tobacco 
may not add very largely to the annual total 
cost of the Salford union* but it is surely 
unfair to spend any of the public money in 
supplying paupers with narcotics which all 
confess to be quite needless, which many 
think positively harmful* and which are ad- 
mitted on all hands to be themselves fruitful 
sources of improvidence and want.

little groups, and thus reminding one of St 
Matthew's Church, Camp field, during Easter 
week. Thus assisted, the police (after being 
reinforced by additional officers}, had no 


difficulty in keeping order, and restraining 
the crowd from becoming an Intolerable 
nuisance* Surely sir, the time has now gone 
by when such a farce ought to be counten- 
anced. If the parishoners of this or any 
other church kindly place at the disposal of

THE SALFORD SUNDAY FOOT RACES 

To the Editor of the Salford Weekly News, 

Sir, An advertisement appeared in your last 
week's issue which commenced with the above 
heading* On reading the announcement I felt 

quite shocked, and more especially at the 

conclusive part, where "the aldermen and 
councillors of Salford are particularly re- 
quested to attend. 11 I began to wonder 
whether it was intended to be a burlesque 
upon these gentlemen, or whether it was a 
hoax or a reality, or meant as an open 

defiance of law and order by the competitors 
and those who participate in the sports* 
However* to satisfy my mind, and in order 

to gain information on the subject l ventured 
to go to the district indicated in the advert- 
isement, "A meadow near to Ordsall Hall 11 . I 
arrived upon the grounds at three o'clock, 
being half an hour earlier than the time 
mentioned. In forming an estimate as to the 
number of individuals upon the meadow, l 
should say there were about 500, whose ages 
varied from 10 to thirty years, but chiefly 
from sixteen to twentyfour- They were occu- 
pied in a variety of ways. The noise and 
animation were great* There were a great 
many dogs there, and of course many dog 
races; and what with the shouting of human 
beings and the yelping of the dogs, the 
noises were deafening. Many were engaged 
in jumping and wrestling. The greatest feat- 
ure of the afternoon was "pitching and toss- 
ing"; I counted twelve groups at once 

eagerly bent on the game. I saw no foot 
races in the real sense of the term. I asked 
about them and was informed they had been 
contested in the morning. 1 was invited by 
a very keen sportsman to come next Sunday, 
as the sports would be unusually attractive 
- a very good programme - several handker- 
chiefs were to be run for, and some silver 
cups, and the sports were to conclude with 
a little boxing between members of the 

canine family and sundry giadttorial exercises 
between members of the human family. My 
sympathy warms towards the farmer, for it 
is a great trespass; the ground is much 
trodden, and where it ought to be green is 
brown. At the annual inspection of police, 
last week, Captain Terrers is reported to 
have said that "the Corporation has acted 
wisely in raising the force to 200 men". He 
spoke in very complimentary terms -of some 
of his staff and said they were men of real 
intelligence and subtle intellect and of some 
as being able to "cope with the large crim- 
inal population with which we are surround- 
ed". Can none of the above satellites devise 
some means to put a stop to such scenes as 
I have endeavoured to describe? How would it 
be to have a "battue" every now and then? 
1 fancy if about fifty officers were to surr- 
ound. them and hem them well in on the land 
side - there would be many who would seek 
safety in flight, and not hesitate even to 
take to the water in the river Irwell where 
ford there is none; which, if it did nought

THE POLICE FORCE 

To the Editor of the Salford Weekly Wews:- 

Sir. A most painful feeling must enter the 
minds of the various members of the Salford 
Police Force when they read the statement 
made at a recent meeting of the Borough 
Council, that sixty percent of them had been 
convicted of drunkenness, A more alarming 
statement could not be made, taking tnto 
consideration the important duties they have 
to perform. No doubt the explanation after- 
wards given considerably toned down the 
announcement but still the fact remains that 
drunkenness has prevailed to a considerable 


extent among the members of our police force. 
It therefore becomes the duty of every const- 
able to try and redeem not only his own 
character, but that of the force to which he 
belongs t and to acquire once more the good- 
will of the inhabitants of this important 
Borough, 

In dealing with this question it may be 
asked , have the proper means been taken to 
put a stop to this evil? On this point u is 
only just to say that the Chief Constable has 
from time to time spoken to and advised the 
men to lead a sober and upright life, 
plainly pointing to the advantages sure to 
result therefrom. Punishments have been 
severe enough; fines, stoppages of leave, 
and dismissals have been without end, but 
still the evil goes on without abatement . If 
that be so T why not try some other plan? 
Why not at once introduce a system of badges 
or stripes; as a reward for good conduct, 
accompanied by some little extra pay - a 
thing at present unknown in the Salford Pol- 
ice? Let some distinguishing mark be placed 
upon men of good character, so that the 
public may know them from others. Oft times 
do men of unblemished character deplore that 
they must bear the odium which falls to their 
share for no unworthy act of their own. If 
men in possession of these good conduct 
badges or stripes disgrace themselves, then 
deprive them of their distinguishing mark for 
a long time, and thus degrade them in the 
eyes of the public. This would be a far more 
terrible punishment than any amount of fines 
or stoppages of leave that might be levied 
on them. 

I am sure that the people of Salford would 
never begrudge the little extra expense the 
system might entail* so long as it brought 
about a beneficial result, which, without 
doubt U would; and soon transform the Sal- 
ford Police into an excellent body of men, of 
whom the Chief Constable ,the Watch Committee, 
and the people of Salford might feel justly 
proud.

TREES IN TOWNS 

To the Editor of the Salford Chronicle 

Sir, We have had several leaders and letters 
in the paper lately about the planting of 
trees in towns. Among the suitable places 
named was the terrace between the rails and 
the river in front of the Crescent, Salford, 
and extending from near the Dispensary to 
Peel Park gates, I remember that bank being 
well covered with trees and shrubs, chiefly 
the willow kind, however - which I suppose 
got it the name of the "Willow Bank" - but 
all the trees of whatever kind were of a fine 
healthy character. The foliage, in summer, 
was so full that it was no difficult matter 

to hide in any part of it. I think there must 
be some still living in Salford who may re- 
member this as well as I do, and also the 
cause of its destruction - namely, the great 
crowd of people who came to see a grand 
aquatic tournament which took place on that 
part of the river Irwell which winds round 

the foot of that terrace. It may be noted 
that the Irwell had not so bad a character 
for mud and filth as it has since acquired, 
and at the point named was a considerable 
depth, at least I should think 6ft. 1 can 
also say that 1 have caught fish, and have 
eaten pie made of eels caught on lines baited 
with worms, out of the length between Peel 
Park and Castle Irwell. I understood at the 
time that the said tournament was got up 
and carried out by the officers of the reg- 
iments then stationed in Manchester and Sal- 
ford; but for what purpose T or the exact 
date when it took place. I have no (means of 
knowing except memory, which intimates the 
summer of 1824 or 1825 as likely to be the 
time, L write entirely from my own reflection 
and observation of the spectacle, which I 
will try to describe. In the field enclosed by 
the loop of the river two tents were erected 

at opposite sides of the ground, fitted up 

with suitable accommodation where the men 
could retire and change their clothes, and 
also get refreshment* The band of the reg- 
iment was present, the drummers taking a 
prominent part in the proceedings* Those who 
took part in the tournament were dressed in 
special uniform., and had the appearance of 


our modern cricketers when at play* On the 
river were placed two row-boats, w r ith oars- 
men and cox wain, one for each side. These 
boats were fitted up with a small platform, 
which projected about two feet over the bow 
of the boat + and was about 1ft wide* On this 
small stage the men had to stand when going 
into action. The man on each boat was pro- 
vided with a pole 8ft or 9ft long, padded at 
both ends* and decorated with coloured 
streamers* These were the weapons of offence 
and defence. A stake was fixed in the river 
at each end to represent the starting point 
of each boat* When everything was ready, 
the signal was given for battle by the 
drummers sounding a regular 'Tattoo 1 ', when 
each boat would glide off steadily to meet its 
antagonist about midway between the two 
starting points. Then commenced the tug of 
war. Each chevalier would try to plant the 
end of his pole against the breast of his 
adversary, and push him off his little stage 
into the river with a splash, amid the shouts 
and glee of all the beholders. The swimming 
then, began, each getting out and retiring to 
his respective tent, amid the applause of his 
friends to dress. The result of it all was the 
almost entire destruction of the trees, the old 
Willow Bank being left a complete wreck. We 
wanted then our vigilant corporation, who, 

] think, would not have allowed such a 
thing to take place; yet l believe we were 
all trespassers i but then it must be remem- 
bered that the police force of the borough 
was very limited at that time, and the tress- 
passers very numerous*

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ALARMING CARRIAGE ACCIDENT 

On Wednesday afternoon an alarming carriage 
accident took place in Eccles Old Road, 
Pendleton* A brougham drawn by two horses 
and which contained Mrs Lightbown of 
Weaste Hall, Pendleton, Mrs Sugden, Sandy- 
lane* and Mrs Goulden, of Hazeldene (daugh- 
ter) was being driven along the road by a 
coachman named Thomas Norbury., at about 
3 O'clock, and when near Summer Hill gate 
the animal on the off-side threw its teg over 
one of the traces, with the result that both 
horses became restive and ultimately dashed 
off at a great pace. When about 70 yards 
had been covered the coachman, Norbury* 
placed the reins round the back of the 
driver's box and seizing them lower down 
made a great effort to check the horses' 
speed. Unfortunately, however, one of the 
reins broke and the driver t therefore* lost 
control of the animals 1 which continued on 
their career. Shortly afterwards the two near 
wheels of the brougham passed over a heap 
of gravel and cement* which is being used 
in connection with the Laying of the new 
electric tramway, with the result that the 


coachman lost his seat and fell in the road- 
way. One of the wheels of the brougham 
passed over his legs, but fortunately without 
inflicting any serious injuries. On the way 
the carriage collided with a watchman's fire 
and some casks of petroleum, with the result 
that a hut belonging to Messrs George Hill 
and Company , Trafford Park, electrical en- 
gineers, was set on fire. Information was 
promptly given to the Salford Fire Brigade 
and the Pendleton detatchment attended and 
extinguished the fire. The horses meanwhile 
continued their gallop, and when opposite 
Weaste Lane they collided with a pony cart 
belonging to and driven by Valter Thomas, 
Alexandra Road, Patricroft, breaking the 

shafts and slightly Injuring the owner. At 
Broome House the horses were stopped, but 
not before they had run into a lurry driven 
by Robert Friars, Silk-street, Eccles, who 
was also slightly hurt. The occupants of the 
carriage were naturally much distressed and 
frightened at their narrow escape. They were 
immediately taken to an adjoining house and 
a cab was procured and they were driven to 
Weaste Hall. and were attended by Dr 
Worley, who found the ladies suffering from 
shock. Mrs Lightbown also had a sprained 
wrist, Mrs Sugden a sprained ankle, but Mrs 
Goulden was fortunate to escape without 

injury.

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CAB v MOTORCAR 

As part of its endeavours to arrive at a 
judicious decision in regard to the regulation 
of motor-cars, the French extra-Pa rllameritary 
Commission, on Automobiles has held a series 
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of comparative tests for the stopping of cabs 
and motor -cars* The trial was made in the 
Bois de Boulogne. The macadam road was 
v,&r y greasy, and the shoes of the horses 
were quite able to obtain a better grip than 
the tyres of the cars, which, nevertheless, 
scored a complere triumph. Two single-horse 
cabs, one pair-horse coupe, and a pony trap 
competed against a 6 h.p. light car and a 
40 h-p, car weighing nearly 30c wt. At l\ 
miles an hour the ordinary cab stopped in 
30ft, both cars in 10 Ft + At ten miles per 
hour the best of several attempts showed that 
the single horse cab came to a standstill in 
40fl , and the cars in 13ft. At twelve miles 
an hour a pair-horse coupe covered 43ft 
before stopping, while the cars pulled up in 
f?ft. Following this, as one of' the horses, 
in endeavouring to stop, had badly strained 
a thigh muscle, the cars alone made cne or 
two tests* At sixteen miles an hour they 
pulled lip in 34ft 1 at twenty four miles an 
hour in 60 f t . On a dry r oa d the results 
would be still further in favour of the motor 
car. The conclusion is that horses arc very 
inefficiently braked*

to adequate measures, both in the way of 
prevention and cure* for ridding premises of 
rats and mice. One important point to be 
borne in mind is that if a block of premises 
is affected the different occupiers are re- 


quired to take concerted action. A great 
many posters are being displayed on the 
hoardings and in tram-cars to remind the 
general public of its responsibility, and 
asking that every effort be made to exterm- 
inate the vermin.
